Manufacturers of civilian artte- 
les will be supplied after war in- 
dustries have been provided with 
necessary raw materials, process- 
ed parts, machinery and repair 
parts, 

This means, Mr. Howe said, that 
in many cases “they will get noth- 
ing.” Only civilian industries os- 
sential to a nation at war would 
be given “any preference.” 

Supply Not Guaranteed 

W. E. Uren, director-general of 
the munitions department's prior- 
ities branch, said primary em- 
phasis will be on metals for the 
third quarter of 1942, starting with 
July. There would be no change 
in existing procedure for a few 
special classes of companies, such 
as those engaged in transpor- 
tation, construction, mining, the 


petroleum industry and public ute 


ility services, 

“Every large user of metal will 
be required to obtain a quarterly 
authorization for all ecarce ma- 
terial requirements under the Pro- 
duction Requirements Plan,” Mr, 
Uren said, warning that a rating 
under the plan did not necessar- 
ily guarantee delivery. “Actual 
shipments of United States mater- 
fale will be governed by month-to- 
month decisions of the War Pro- 
duction Board at Washington.” 

Companies under the new prior- 
ities plan no longer may use or 
extend preference ratings assign- 
ed in any other way, except for 
construction or ‘capital equipment.

“The Voice of Women" 

Her magazine is two pares call- 
ed, “The Voice of Women.” In itt 
she urges women to attack Gestapo 
agents in towns where food cou- 
pons are valueless because there is 
nO méat or fat or bread to ex- 
change for thetn.

Jams and the Sugar Ration 

The topic of the day is “Sugar 
Rationing”, therefore one can 
hardly plan any menu without 
touching on the subject. Our pa- 
bere and magazines are full of it; 
everyone is talking “Sugar.” We 
are receiving the best in ideas, 
methods and recipes that all ean 
produce, These recipes come from 


\ the laboratory of one of our finest 


dieticians. 


Strawberry Jam 
4 lbs. strawberries 
3 Ibs. granulated sugar 
Wash and drain the berries; re- 
move hulls and any blemishes. 
Combine berries and sugar and 
heat gently until the sugar is dig- 
olved and the juice extracted. 
Cook more rapidly until thickened, 
stirring often. Skim, pour into 
sterilized jars and seal, 
Whole Strawberry Jam 
} cup whole strawberries 
Two-thirds cup sugar 
Juice from 14 cup gooseberries 
Add gooseberry juice to straw- 
berries, Simmer until soft. Add 
éugar, Boil to the jellying point, 


' Black Currant Jam 

Wash currants, Put in a kettle 
and add water to about one-fourth 
the depth of the currants, Boil 6 
minutes or until soft and strain 
off the juice. Measure the juice 
and add an equal amount of sug: 
ar. Boil five minutes, Add the 
currants and boil 2 minutes. (Note 
the short boiling after the cur- 
rants are added, Long boiling with 
sugar makes currant skins hard 
and tough). 


Red Currant Jam 
1 cup currants 
1 cup water 
% cup sugar to 1 cup cooked 
fruit 
Add water to currants and: cook 
slowly, Measure cooked fruit. Add 
wugar. Boil to the jellying point, 
Ripe Gooseberry Jam 
‘l quart ripe gooseberries 
3 cups sugar 
1 cup cold water 
Wash gooseberries and remove 
atems and blossom ends, Add wat- 
er and cook until skins are soft. 
Add geugar and cook rapidly until 
thick and clear. Pour into steriliz- 
ed containers and geal when cold, 


' Plum Jam 
Select plums of a tart variety; 
wash the fruit and drain. To each 
pound of fruit allow % of a pound 
of sugar and 1 cup ef water. Boil 
the plums in the water for ten 
to filteen minutes or until the 
skins are tender. Add the sugar 
and stir while boiling untfl the 
jelly stage i# reached. Pour into 

sterilized jara\and seal. 


Peach Jam 

1 cup peaches (cubed) 

tablespoons lemon juice 

% cup sugar 

Gook peaches and lemon juice 
until soft. Measure the cooked 
mixture, Add sugar and boil to the 
jellying point. 

Ginger Bread Marmalade 

To every pound of peeled and 
cored pears which have been slic- 
ed very thinly allow % db, sugar, 
% ounce of green ginger root 
(scraped or grated) and half a 
large lemon, 

Place the pears in the presery- 
ing kettle in layers, sprinkling 
each with sugar, lemon juice and 
grated ginger. 

Allow -to stand two or three 
hours then heat slowly to the boll- 
ing point. Cook until clear and 
thick. If preferred the ginger root 
may be crushed and placed in a 
little bag which can be removed 
from the mixture before pouring 
into the glasses,

War May Last For Many Years 
If Asia Falls To Axis Powers 


The magnitude of thie war haa 
been Indicated in the titles given 
to its encounters: The Ratte of 
France, the Battle of Britain, the 
Battle of the Atlantic. An even 
vaster concept is beginning to 
take shape: The Siege of Asia. 
If Asia holds out the United Na- 
tions can win a clear-cut and con- 
clusive victory, says the New York 
Times. If Asia falls the United 
Nations will not lose the war in 
the sense that they will surrender 
to the Axis Powers: when peace 
ie worse than any form of war, 
as a Hitler peace would be, there 
will be no surrender. But if Asia 
falls to the Axis war will simply 
become chronic, the chief occu 
pation of mankind for horrible, 
endless years, . 

Battle of Asia 

In the war of 1914-18 the Cen- 
tral Powers fought ineide a circle. 
They etill do so, though they have 
pushed back the circuntference. In 
this war there is a huger circle, 
inside of which are the great land 
Masses Of Russia, China and India, 
containing more than a billion hu- 
man beings. Rommel in BKeypt, 
the whole Nazi Army on the ‘Rue- 
sian front, the Japanese in the 
Aleutian Islands and all the way 
down the coast and through the 
islands to New Guinea, are bat- 
tering at this enormous fortifica- 
tion. The rest of the war, no mat- 
ter how widespread, is an attempt 
to lift the siege. The armies of 
the British Commonwealth and of 
the United States may be thought 
of as relieving forces. When and 
if the Russians and the Chinese 
are etrong enough to make per-

Some of the men who come in 
for more than their percentage of 
wisecracks in the Canadian, or the 
British, or the American—and 
probably in the German and Jap- 
anese, for that matter—Army, are 
the Intelligence Officers. The ree 
éon is obvious—but the facts don’t 
substantiate the kidding. 

Those of ue on the outside are 
apt to think of “Secret Service” 
and to conjure up visions of dar- 
ing spies who disguise themselves 
as oOrgan-grinders or vegetable 
salesmen or glamorous syrens or 
eomething like that People lke 
BH. Phillips Oppenheim are respon- 
sible for that. idea, 


I am not saying that there is 
not a certain percentage of clever 
espionage work done by the intelll- 
gence staffs of all armies but I 
do know that for every disguised 
operative who sneaks around in 
enemy territory there are a hun- 
red careful, meticulous workers 
who spend long hours in offices at 
General Staff Headquarters sifting 
little bits of information that reach 
them from many sources, 


They have a long, trying and 
arduous job to do, a job that calls 
for keen analyeis, infinite pains- 


taking--which has been called 
‘““genius"—devotion to duty and 
. practical imagination. Nothing is 


too trivial for them to note, noth- 
ing so big that it can hide wanted 
facts from them. As you follow 
through the organization of your 
Army you find intelligence officers 
at Division, Brigade and Unit 
Headquarters, “all engaged in the 
vastly important job of gathering 
information that will be of value 
to the High Command. 


How do you imagine for instance 
that our official communiques are 
able to state that “so many men 
and guns composed the opposing 
forces"? 

Don't think that some prisoner 
broke down and told it. To begin 
with, no individual soldier below 
the rank of a general would know 
it. And, it must be remembered, 
international law protects a soldier 
from anewering other than his 
name, rank, etc., if he is captured. 
That is, of course, when you are 
dealing with’ an enemy who re- 
#pects intefnational law. 

But when you have a number of 
intelligence officers, trained in 
their jobs, ‘questioning a large 
number of prisoners on different 
parts of the front and rapidly for- 
warding their information through 
the channels povided to a central 
point where it i# all correlated and 
analysed it is surprising to the lay- 
man how much accurate informa: 
tlon of incalculable value to the 
General Staff can be obtained even 
from answers that adhere to the 
instructions given to all soldiers 
t© reveal nothing of their side's 
diepositions to their captors, 

The same thing applies to the 
innocent little remarks ome of us 


make at times to our friends, or. 


to casual strangers we meet on the 
train or in a street car or at some 
theping. We may think we are 
being very circumspect, we may 
fee] that the information that our 
next door neighbor’s boy is home 
on his last leave does not convey 
anything. It doesn't in itself, es- 
pecially if we have been very care- 
ful not to say whether he is going 
east or west—but, and this is a 
big, but if in five or eix towns five 
or @ix other people let out similar 
information something. like this 
may happen 

Let us assume that the five or six 
soldiers referred to are from three 
or four different units. The dnno- 
cent remarks are collected by ene-

tral point. At once it is known 
that in the next few days a con- 
tingent of however many troops 
those four units represent is going 
overseas.

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Is Japan Preparing 
To Attack Siberia? 


Japanese preparations for an 
stack on Ruasia’s Siberian mari- 
time province and Vladivosteck 
are almost complete and if neces- 
sary the Japanese could “press the 
button and start to move into 
Siberia”, a British source declar.

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Reassuring News 
From Hong Kong 


Conditions Improved Accord- 
ing to Japanese Report 
Japanese-inepired reassurances 
that conditions at camps where 
Hong Kong war prisoners are held 
have improved in the months since 
the former British colony fell last 
December brought some mengure 
of comfort to relatives of approxti- 
mately 1,600 Canadians believed 

to be prisoners there 

The report of improved condl- 
tions made public recently by the 
External Affairs Department and 
credited to “official Japanese sour- 
ces,” asserted that prisoners cap- 
tured at the Far East base are sat- 
isfied with fheir food rations, that 
disease has been checked and that 
the number of wounded patients 
has declined from a total of 1,150 
in January to 391 in mid-March. 

In less reassuring vein, the re- 
port described transport difficul- 
ties as “acute” and said it has 
been ‘virtually imposeible” to 
bring in large quantities of sup- 
ples to Hong Kong. 

Food and Clothing 

No complaints had been recetved 

about clothing, the Japanese ac- 


count claimed, Officers were re- 


quired to pay for their clothing, 
but other ranks were supplied free. 

Similarly, officers paid for the 
food they obtained. 

Food rations, while not identi- 
cal in all camps, were described 
as similar to the food given Jap- 
anesé troops in the same locality. 
Considerable difficulty had been 
experienced at first in supplying 
food in adequate quantities but by 
the end of March each man was 
receiving 1,139 grams (40 ounces) 
of rice, 470 grams (17 ounces) of 
fresh vegetables, 139 grams (five 
ounces) of meat—including fish 
and additional miscellaneous food. 

The Japanese report asserted 
that officers and men received a 
weekly ration of 30 grams (one 
ounce) of tobacco free, along with 
such necessities as soap, small 
cotton towels, socks and tooth 
paste. 
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Plan Airport In 

A great airport surrounded bp 
a spacious war memorial park may 
rise from raid ruins in the heart 
of London, according to reporta 
circulating in the metropolis,

Cast Knitting On 
And Off Loosely 


Army Needs Socks for Boys 
With Cong Feet 


Always there is the plea, almost 
the wail, of the knitting room at- 
tendant: “Be sure to cast on 
loosely; be sure to bind off 
loosely.” 

When I recently to a 
group of soldiers who had recéiv- 
ed socks and sweaters, all agreed 
that it seemed such a pity to 
break the edges of the socks and 
the necks of sweaters. 

Here is a rule, which, if fol- 
lowed, will banish the cause for 
such complaints: “In casting on 
use one inch of woo! for every 
stitch. Most knitters cast on by 
making a loop over the thumb 
or forefinger of the left hand and 
knitting it with the right-hand 
needle. Measure off 48 inches 
for this left-hand thread; cast 16 
on each of 3 needles. I hear you 
fay you cannot possibly use that 
much—it is too loose. You can; 
it is not too loose. If you use 
steel needles, make the first loop 
tight, and the others looser. Try 
using wooden needles; try using 
size 6 or 8 needles and then 
changing to smaller ones, Try 
casting the whole 48 on a large 
needle then knitting off 16 on 
each of 3 smaller ones, 

Take any sock you have recent~ 
ly made; stretch the top as far 
a8 you can; measure a man’s 
leg. Are you sure it is large 
enough? Remember that the 
least feeling of a top around the 
leg becomes very painful after 
hours of wear. For this same 
reason, never join wool in the 


talked 


sole. No matter how thin you 
think your joining is, it will 
thicken after being thoroughly 
wet. 


As for casting off, here is a 
never-fail method. Knit 2 stitches 
together, pull the new stitch out 
at least % inch long, and put it 
back on the left-hand. needle, 
Knit that and the next stitch to- 
gether, pulling the new one out 
long, and putting it back on the 
left-hand needle. Continue across 
in this way until all the stitches 
are used. This makes a double 
edge that will not ruffle, and will 
not ravel easily even if broken, 

And one last word: now and 
then, knit a pair of socks for a 
boy with real long feet. The 
Army has just lots of them! — 
VY. S. in Christian Science Moni- 
tor.

18. “And Isaac digged. again 
the wells of water, which they 
had digged in the days of Abra- 
ham his father; for the Philist- 
ines had stopped them after the 
death of Abraham: and he called 
their names after the names by 
which his father had called them. 
19, And Isaac's servants digged 
in the valley, and found there a 
well of springing water.. 20. And 
the herdamen of Gerar strove 
with Isaac’s herdsmen, saying, 
“The water is ours’: and he called 
the name of it Sitmah. 22. And 
he removed from thence, and 
digged another well; and for that 
they strove not: and he called 
the name of it Rehoboth; and he 
said, for now Jehovah hath made 
and we. shall be 
fruitful in the land.”

wells in our lives, at one time or 
another, which, once flowing with 
abundant and refreshing water, 
have been choked by various ex- 
periences, by doubt, and the ne- 
alects of life 
Covenant With Isaac 

24, “And Jehovah appeared un- 
to him the same night, and said, 
I am the God of Abraham thy 
father: fear not, for I am with 
thee and will bless thee and multi- 
ply thy seed for my servant Ab- 
raham’s sake.

upon which Isaac entered at once. 

Isaac won the friendship of his 
opponents by his patience, as the 


verses after the text tell. Their 
consciences and hearts were 
touched, and they ‘saw plainly 


that the Lord was with him,’ and 
sued him for alliance? It is better 
to turn enemies into friends than 
to beat them and have them as 
enemies still. But ‘when a man’s 
ways please the Lord, he maketh 
even his enemies to be at peace 
with him.’

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Rich Tungsten Ore 
Discovered In B.C. 


Tungsten deposits in the Emer- 
ald group of claims, eight milea 
south of Salmo, near Nelson, B.C, 
were termed by the British Col. 
umbia Department of Mines as 
“undoubtedly the most outstand- 
ing discovery in British Columbia 
in recent years and one which will 
be of inestimable value to Can- 
ada's war effort.” é 

Samples of the molybdenite ore 
submitted to the department last 
October aroused the curiosity of 
government mining engineers and 
tests revealed the presence. of 
sheelite, or Tungeten, Mines Min- 
ister Herbert Anscomh announced 
last week. : 

“A later report to the depart- 
ment,” said Mr. Anscomb, showed 
& potential ore zone five to 40 
feet wide, 1,210 feet or more in 
length carrying from .3 to 10 per 
cent tungsten trioxide, No difficul- 
ty was encountered in making a 
high grade concentrate.” 

“In one small block of this 
Sround 34 to 50 by 110 feet there 
is probably $44,000 worth of 
tungeten,” said Mr. Anscomb. 
“And if Surface values persist in 
depth there wil] probably be up té 
# million dollars worth of tungsten 
in the deposif,” 

The first attempt at production 
of tungsten in Nova Scotla wags 
begun recently at Waverly, four- 
teen miles from Halifax. Prelim- 
inary development work has been 
completed, and the main view of 
ore ie said to be traceable for more 
than a mile. The company, Way- 
erly Prospecting Syndicate,  be- 
Hevee production possibilities are 
rood. ‘

Quite a number of 
recipes have piled up again an 
as most of them are seasonable 
I am ‘giving them now hoping all 
wlil be able to use them. 
Canned Tomatoes (Oven Method) 

Select firm tomatoes of med- 
jum or small size. Immerse in 
boiling water using a cheese cloth 
bag or wire basket (time about 
2 minutes). Plunge at once into 
cold water. Slip skins off easily 
and pack carefully into hot steri- 
lized jars. Fill jars with boil- 
ing strained tomato juice to with- 
in % inch of top. Run sterilized 
spatula or knife down side of 
jar several times to allow air 
bubbles to escape. Place new 
sterilized rubber in position and 
screw top on tightly, then loosen 
back one turn. Put on rack in 
oven having jars about 1% inches 
apart. Process at 275°F. for 36 
minutes for pint jars—45 min- 
utes for quart jars. When cool 
remove from oven and screw tops 
tightly. Invert jars until cool. 

Canned Tomato Juice 
11 qts, tomatoes 
% cup salt 
2 large onions (sliced) 
1 sweet green pepper 
(chopped) 
1. small bunch celery 
(chopped) 

Wipe tomatoes; eut in pieces. 
Add salt, stir well and let stand 
1 hour, Drain off excess water. 
Add other ingredients and bring 
to boil, Boil for 20 minutes. 
Press through a sieve and return 
to stove. Add 2 tablespoons sugar 
and 2 tablespoons salt; boil 2 min- 
utes. Bottle and seal tightly in 
well-sterilized jars. 

Nine-Day Pickle 
quarts cucumbers 
pints cider vinegar 
Ibs. granulated sugar 
ounce celery seed 
ounce stick cinnamon 
ounce whole allspice 
Wash cucumbers in warm 
water.

sia would come to an end.

Russia would suffer tremend- 
ously under the loss of 85 per cent 
of its oil output. Great stocks of 
oll have been actumulated,. how- 
ever, and in addition with the Te 
maining production Russia’s arm- 
jes would not be crippled. 

War tactics would have to be 
changed, transportation would 
have to be curtailed, agriculture 
neglected, but there would be auf- 
ficient ofl for the war machine, We 
Must not forget that even the Ger- 
man war machine is considered to 
run on less than 70,000,000 barrels 
of ofl annual consumption under 
full warfare. The next winter 
would permit Russia to reduce 
its war of movement and thus save 
much gasoline and permit new 
étocks to accumulate. 


Russian agriculture would suffer 
but power substitutes made from 
Srain and wood, most abundantly 
available in Siberia, would permit 
the continuation of the use of trac. 
tors and vehicles. Finally, more 
horses could be raised in a rela- 
tively short period as the oll stocks 
would permit the maintenance of 
curtailed consumption of oil over 
& period of several years. 

Scorched earth policy would de- 
Prive Germany of ‘the conquered 
oil at least for several months, 
But it could not be prevented from 
utilizing the abundant oil resoure- 
es of the Caucasus sooner or later, 
once in possession of this region. 

From the Caucasus German 
armies would threaten the oll of 
Iraq and Iran and make the Un- 
ited Nations position there most 
precarious, The welldleveloped 
Russian river and canal system 
would permit the distribution of 
the oil to the Ukraine and over 
the Polish and Baltic river sys- 
tems to the consuming centers of 
Gérmany : 

Even if Ruésiuecan withdraw all 
ite 40,000 tank cars ali the Jarge 
number of oil barges, destroy @ 
Pipelinés and oil wells and gave 
the Black Sea Fleet by the eon- 
cession of free passage through 
the Bosporus to United Nations 
ports, the whole Strategy of the 
war would have to be changed. 

Germany would have gained a 
most important base on her way 
to India, and its strong air fleet, 
once supplied with the urgently 
heeded oil, could harass the Un- 
ited Nations supply lines in the 
Middle East and keep the Russians 
at bay behind the Urals with the 
main instrument of the air force 
and a relatively small land ariny 
in the east. Thus, the bulk of the 
yerman army would be freed to 
fight eleewhere. :

“Reveille will be at 3.30 a.m." 
That's how the order read when 
the unft of the Reserve Army with 
which I attended Summer Camp 
prepared to return to its armoury 
and to disband for a week's rest 
from evening parades, the citizen- 
soldiers to their jobs in offices, 
factories, stores, warehouses, raijl- 
way yards and the dozen other 
classes of industry from which 
they came. 


Sounds a little tough to the av- 
erage Man who can sleep in until 
six or seven, doesn’t it? But it 
was not tough by the time we had 
finished fourteen days of training, 
We took it is our stride as we had 
taken the daily 6 a.m. reveille, the 
long hourg of training and the oc. 
casional night operations which 
formed part of the intensive pro- 
gramme undertaken by units of 
the reserve army in summer camps 
throughout the Dominion. 


Our units were made up of men 
between. the ages of 17 and 19, 
and 86 and 50. And wheh I say 
men, I mean it as regartis both 
enda of the scale. It is a toss-up 
whether the youths or the middle- 
aged were the keener men. There 
was certainly very little “soldier- 
ing”,—to use a term that should 
be banished from our vocabulary. 
After a heavy route march there 
was @ fdir sized “sick-parade” but 
it was not the “sick-parade” to 
which old soldierg are accustom. 
ed. The line-up consisted of men 
anxious to have their blisters or 
callouses fixed up so that they 
woukl not have to miss drill per- 
lods the next day — not of men 
determined to wangle a “light 
duty” permit from the medical 
officer so they could evade the. 
morrow’s responsibilities, - 


There were many things about 
thie year's Reserve Army camps 
that amazed the old soldiers who 
attended them and easily the most 
outstanding was the enthusiasm 
with which the new recruits ab- 
sorbed instruction. The only “awk- 
ward squads”, after the second or 
third day, were the voluntary ones 
that assembled under g00d_ natur- 
ed non-commissioned officers dur- 
ing off duty hours, You would find 
them in the tent lines Practising 
anything from left and right turns 


by humbers to the “present arms” 


from the “order.” During the 
morning and afternoon 15 minute 
rest peroids when the only smokea 
of parade hours were indulged in, 
discussion groups formed them- 
selves around officers and N.C, 
0.’ to ply them questions as to 
the “why” of this, the “how” of 
that, and the practical application 
of training to warfare. It was, 
until you thought about it, incred- 
ible! 


When you thought about it the 
answer s00n became apparent, 
These men have joined the re- 
serve army, according to their age 
Classifications, for two reasons 
The youngsters in order to gave 
time in their preparation for ser. 
vice when they are old enough to 
volunteer; the middle aged to fit 
themselves as fast ag possible for 
home defence duties when they 
become necessary, t 

The Reserve Army mencof today 
are not “Saturday night éoldiers” 


they are patriotic citizens debar- 
red by age or other limitation from 
taking their full part in the job 
ot, work we have to do. They are 
preparing for a grim business and 
they are going more than half way 
to meet their instructors in the 
use of the death dealing equip 
ment made available to them for 
training, 

The men in my platoon, by the 
time they returned from camp, 
had fired more rounds from Bren 
guns in two weeks than in the 
last war I had fired from a rifle 
by the time I had been in the army 
ten months, They fired with rifles 
on short and long ranges. They 
received instruction in the hand- 
ling and stripping of the Bren gun, 
They learned about hdnd grenades 
and they put In strenuous hours 
practising the right way to deliver 
these presents to an enemy, They 
had their first lessons in “battle. 
drill.” They practised stalking 
through the open and through 
cover, They learned the bagic 
principles of bayonet fighting — 
but they didn’t learn to “grouse,” 

Thie brings us to the second 


reason referred to above. There’ 


are two things that soldiers grouse 
about most. One is the endless 
round of unimaginative drill, the 
other, have you . Fuessed ?—~food, 


- There was no room for either of 


these complaints, Especially - the 
latter, which caused m ny an old 
soldier to gasp. Fed under the 
new scale of rations N.C.O.'s and 
men enjoyed — find that word is 
well chosen — such meals as 
these: 


Breakfast: grapefruit juice, 
wheat or oat meal porridge, 
acrambled eggs on toast, bacon, 
marmalade, toast and coffee, 

lainch: ‘soup, cold roast beef, 
two vegetables, apple ple, tea, 

Supper: beef stew, two vege. 
tables, bread pudding with choco. 
late sauce, bread, butter, tea, 

Sometimes there Was cake, One 
meal was baked Virginia ham, 
On Friday’s, fish and macaront 
and cheese marked the two big 
meals — and you didn’t mix it all 
up in the same tin “dixte’ that 
had held your shaving water earl- 
ler. g 


Do those rations look heavier to. 
you than the amount you con¢ume 
at home? They are! But soldiers 
—even Reserve Army soldiers at- 
tending camp for only two weekg 
~~need heavy rations. 

You can’t be on your feet from 
six in the morning till sometimes 
nine at night, carrying a nine- 
pound rifle, a bayonet, web equip- 
ment over rough ground and 
smooth, marching or doing phys- 
ical training, without good food 
and lota of it! 

That's why we are rationed. 
That's why eight ounces of sugar, 
& minimum of tea and coffee must 
suffice, :

Attack On Siberia 


Russia Ready, Says Harrl- 
son Forman in New ‘York 
Times 


It i generally admitted that 
current expectations of a probably 
imminent Japanese invasion of 
Siberia may arise in good mea- 
sure from wishful thinking in the 
hope it woukl make available ur- 
gently needed alr bases for the 
United Nationg in Siberia. On the 
other hand, the Japanese, who 
have long looked upon Russia aa 
the hereditary enemy whith muet 
some day be decisively dealt with, 
realize even more keenly today 
that all their recent expensively 
purchased Pacific conquests will 
be wholly nullified so long (aa 
Japan proper remains vulnerable 
to a ehort range, determined at- 
tack from the Siberian mainiand. 

The first stage of the Japanese 
plan for hegemony, the “Greater 
East Asia Co-prosperity Sphere,” 
may be ald to be already complet- 
ed, namely, the conquest of Brit- 
ish and American territorial and 
commercial outposts 
Shanghai, Hong Kong, the Philip- 
pines, Malaya and Burma. 


This leaves four principal the- 
atres remaining for Dal Nippon's 
hext concerted action, namely, 
India, Australia, China and Siber- 
ja, The monsoon season which al- 


_ ready has started in India must 
discourage action there, at least. 


for the next several months.

As for Australla, it would ap- 
pear that the Coral Sea defeat has 
delayed Japanese invasion plans 
there for time enough to enable 
sufficient American aid to reach 
the Antipodes to make invasion fn 
that direction extremely hazard- 
ove, 

For a while it was believed that 
China had been selected for an 
all-out military drive, but with the 
Yunnan push petering out at the 
Salween river and the current 
Chekiang-Kiangs! action revealing 
itself aa designed at most to clear 
the rail route from Japan via 
Korea, Manchuria, China, Indo- 
China,’ Thailand and Malaya to 
Singapore, this leaves only Siber 
ia where the next large scale 
military aggreseion could be con- 
templated. 

But the Soviet will not be caught 
napping. Perennial squabbles with 
the Japanese long ago necessitated 
a decision to prepare for the in- 
evitable showdown in Siberia. 
From the Ruesian-Japanese war of 
1904 the Ruselans learned bitter 
lessons of the difficulties encoun- 
tered by the supply services of an 
army in the fleld operating 5,000 
miles from European bases. 

Even though the TraneSiberian 
Railway ta today double-tracked, 
the conditions of modern warfare 
require the transport ot more tons 
per man in terms of heavy guna, 
tanks, trucks, gasoline, ammuni- 
tion and general supplies. For 
this reason defence strategy in the 
broad sensé has called for the in- 
tensive colonization and develop- 
ment of Sbieria'’s underleveloped 
and sparsely populated vastness, 


ae. * * * 


In the meantime, tie Japanese 
have been paralleling the Siberian 
development with intensive, top- 
speed preparation of Manchukuo 
as an invasion base. Manchukuo 
possesses the most elaborate net- 
work of railways in all Aeia, rail- 
ways wholly unwarranted from 
the economic standpoint. 


The offensive Intention of these 
communications may be noted 
from the fanshaped character of 
the rallways,: arrowing like spread 
fingers of the hand toward the 
Soviet border, 


To counter this threat, the Rus- 
élans, recognizing the difficulty of 
Rarrisoning and patrolling the en- 
tire length of the 3,000-mile border 
between Manchukuo and Soviet 
Russia have decided to concen- 
trate on a chain of strongly fortt- 
fied defence posts.

28. It was the Austrian declara- ° 


tion of war on Serbia 28 years 
ago. 

Austria, dissatisfied with am- 
ends Serbia was willing to make 
for the assassination of Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand at Sarajevo, 
took the first belligerent step in 
a conflict whcih became the First 
Great War and which ultimately 
resulted in the dismemberment 
of the Austro-Hungarian mon- 
archy. 

The Archduke, heir to Franz 
Josef’s throne, and his wife were 
slain by Gavrilo Princip on June 
28, 1914, on a street in Sarajevo, 
where Franz Ferdinand was mak- 
ing a state visit. 


On July 28, 1914, Austria pre- 
sented an ultimatum listing sweep- 
ing demands. She insisted on a 
purge of all elements in Serbia 
hostile to the Hapsburg monarchy, 
and demanded that Austrian offi- 
cers be allowed to conduct the 
purge. 

’ Serbia made far-reaching con- 
eceasions, but they were inadequate 
to Austria, and war was declared

What Science 
Is Doing 


SPONGE IRON 


A strange wartime substitute 
was in the making last week—a 
substitute for scrap iron and 
steel. It is called sponge iron, 
‘and the U.S. Bureau of Mines 
has decided to risk $500,000 in 
hurry-up development of the 
hitherto unpractical process by 
which it is made. 


To make sponge iron, ore is not 
smelted, Tt is mixed with pul- 
verized coal (natural yas can also 
be used) and coke, then fed te a 
large rotary kiln. 
is heated to 1,800 degrees F., 
the powdered coal first robs the 
ore (iron oxide) of its oxygen, 
then turns into gas, leaving fairly 
pure iron granules which have a 
spongy texture. This stuff can 
then be fed to the steel furnaces. 

Steelmakers watch the project 
with contending doubts and hopes, 
If sponge iron can be made, it 
will head off a decline in steel 
production caused by the ominous 
shrinkage of U.S. scrap iron re- 
sources, 
of steel by as much as $5 a ton. 

In the last 90 years, the steel 
industry has spent millions in 
futile efforts to make sponge irén, 
Catch in the process is selection 
of an ore which can yield high- 
grade sponge. Plants in Sweden 
and Finland are now turning it 
out profitably. 

Until this summer, scrap iron 
arid steel have alwaya been abund- 
ant, so steelmakers have relied 
on them for 40 to 60 percent of 
the charge in their furnaces. But 
now the U.S. needs serap and 
needs it badly because there are 
not enough: (1) open-hearth fur- 
haces to produce steel at.. the 
slower rate required when higher 
percentages of pig iron are used, 
(2) blast furnaces to make pig 
for the steel. The furnace handi- 


cap will be overcome if the sponge 
iron process can. be perfected, 
since sponge iron plants ean be 
built more quickly and cheaply 
than new blast furnaces, and are 
cheaper to operat Time

HOW CAN I?

GOLDEN TEXT—I am with 
thee, and will keep thee whither- 
soever thou goest. Genesis 28:16. 
THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 

Time.—This event can be dated 
somewhere near 1760 B.C. 

Piace.—The beginning-.of our 
story ie lald in Beer-sheba, in 
southern Palestine, but the dream 
of Jacob takes place at Bethel, 
twelve miles north of Jerusalem. 

Jacob's Filght 

10. “And Jacob went out from 
Beer-sheba, and went toward Har- 
an. 11. And he lighted upon a 
certain place, and tarried there 
all night, because the sun waa 
set; and he took one of the atones 
of the place, and put it under his 
head, and lay down in that place 
to sleep.”

Each 
sheet is scored with numerous 
corrections in Mr. Churchill's 
bold, legible handwriting to await 
the day when publication will be- 
come diplomatically possible . . .

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A Weekly Column About This and That in Our Canadian Army 


The present critica] situation 
im India developed by.progressive 
steps following the inability of the 
mission headed by Sir Stafford 
Ceipps to reach an agreement 
with Indian leaders last spring. 

The major milestones are listed 
by the Christian Science Monitor 
aa follows: 

The Cripps mission offered 
Iadia Dominion status after the 
war and a gradually expanding 
volee im the direction of its af- 
fatra during the period of hostili- 
ties. The proposal was rejected 
by all major groups. The All- 
India Congress Party asked full 
independence at once. The All- 
India Moslem League refused to 
agree to any plan which gave a 
Preportional majority to the pre- 
dominately Hindu Congress Party 
and sought establishment of a 
separate Moslem state in North- 
ern India. 

Congress Party leaders contin- 
ued to agitate for immediate in- 
dependence as Japanese expanded 
thelr conquests in Asia. 

Late in July the Working Com- 
mittee of the Congress Party 
acted to bring the situation to a 
head by passing a resolution, 
drawn up by Mohandas K. Gand- 
hi, ealling for a civil disobedience 
campaign unless India’s freedom 
Was granted at once. 

The original draft of the reso- 
lution said the first move of an 
independent Indian government 
probably would be to negotiate 
with Japan. This remark later 
was edited out of the original 
resolution. The revised draft said 
a freed India would “wholeheart- 

and unreservedly declare it- 
self on the side of the United 


Nations, agreeing to meet Japan 
or any other aggressor with armed 
resistance.” 

The British Government re- 
sponded by virtually accusing Mr. 
Gandhi and other Congress lead- 
ers with being appeasers of Japan, 

The Full Committee of the 
Congress Party met on Aug. 7 
and passed a supplementary and 
preparatory resolution giving Mr. 
Gandhi full powers to lead aw diso- 
bedience movement if a demand 
for freedom were rejected. 

At the same time Mr. Gandhi 
appealed to the United States to 
act “while there is yet time” to 
bring about Indian independence 
and permit Indians to “use their 
liberty in favor of the Allied 
cause,” 

The following day the Full 
Committee ratified by an. over- 
whelming majority the Working 
Committee’s revised resolution 
authorizing the disobedience move- 
ment. 

The British Government prompt. 
ly countered by outlawing the Con. 
gress Party generally and arrest- 
ing Mr. Gandhi and some 200 
other members of the Working 
Committee, 

Shortly after the arrests, dis- 
turbances developed in Bombay 
and other cities and police were 
forced to fire on demonstrators. 

Blow At Allied Cause 

In some Allied quarters the 
action of the Congress party 
seemed a major blow at the Allied 
cause, says the New York Times. 
Mr, Gandhi seemed ready to para- 
lyxe India or to plunge her into 
oivil conflict at a time when the 
Japanese were at the country’s 
getes in Burma.

Gandhi’s “sense of reality” and 
caused bitter critics to charge him 
with imperiling the United Na- 
tions in one of the war’s most 
crucial theatres. 


Gandhi's Argument 

The flare-up in India’s. long 
fight ‘for self-government has 
sprung from the advance’ of 
Japan. The Mikado’s legions 
swept through Malaya, the East 
Indies .and Burma; the native 
populations took hardly any part 
in their countries’ defense, some 
factions even helping the inyad- 
ers with fifth-column service, A 
similar situation might prevail] in 
India if the Japanese entered. It 
is known that Nipponese agents 
have long promoted contacts with 
Indian revolutionaries and bom- 
barded India’s masses with anti-

Diverse India 

London’s answer—supported by 
Washington—is that the issue is 
oomplex, that many-interests must 
be considered, that freedom: can- 
not be ruehed through now with- 
out injustice and chaos in India, 
thereby leading to a fatal weak- 
ening of the Allied military posi- 
tion. It is held particularly that 
the Moslem minority—80,000,000 
im number, compared to 260,- 
000,000 Hindus—will plunge the 
eountry into civil war rather than 
submit to Hindu administration.

Mr. Amery Confident

He expressed faith that the 
majority of “realistic” people in 
India are behind the Govern-

New 5 Cait Coin 


To Replace Nickel 


Canada’s new 12-slded five-cent 
pieces, likely to be in circulation 
bext month, will be made of cop- 
per and zinc, an alloy known as 
tombac, Hon. J. L. Isley, Finance 
Minister, announced last week. 

Mr. lisley, announcing in the 
QGommons Aug. 1, the Govera- 
Ment'a intention to introduce the 
new coin, sald the action was 
being taken to preserve Canada's 
nickel supply fog war purposes, 

Mr. Ilsley described the com- 
position of the new coin as “an 
admixture of copper and zinc, sim- 
flar to ‘prince’s metal,’ named aft- 
or Prince Rupert, and also an 
@lloy called ‘tombac,’ from Malay 
‘tombaga,’ a popular alloy for 
jewelory In the Mast Indies.” 


Easy To Distinguish 

The Finance Minister explained 
What the dodecagondl coin ts de- 
@gned to prevent confusion with 
the one-cent, 10-cent or 26-cent 
ooins. 

“Ite size should prevent it from 
being elusive,” he said, “and it will 
be easy to distinguish and extract, 
when mixed with other coins in a 
purse or trouser’s pocket, by its 
Unique and peculiar shape. 

“It has neither the milled edge 
of the eilver nor the plafn round 
edge of the former nickel or the 
one-cent -plece, #0 that even a 
@trayed reveller in the dark would 
not be likely to bestow it upon 
aome unworthy recipient in mis- 
take for a quarter. 


A War Measure 
“The size, welght and thickness 
aer exactly the same as the pres- 
ent 6-cent nickel coin in circula- 


tion, It will, therefore, operate in 
the pay station telephones and 
will fit coinchangemaking ma- 


@iines in theatres, on street rall- 
Way care and buses, 

“To the end of 1941 there had 
been nearly 90,000,000 nickel coins 

sued from the mint, so that any- 
ome esbould have no difficulty in 
getting a nickel piece, if they so 
desire, for years to come.

“Sawdust Fusiliers’

Fighting forest fires: in the 
Highlands is a new role of the 
Canadian Forestry Corps. 


Recently the “Sawdust Fusil- 
iers” distinguished themselves by 
bringing under control a dozen 
big fires and many small ones 
which threatened Scottish timber 
stands, immensely valuable to the 
war effort.

Im almost three years of war, 
life in Britain has become more 
and more Spartan, but new re- 
strictions will make it even more 
rigorous. 

A development likely ‘te involve 
many hardships next winter is the 
call for saving 10,000,000 tons of 
coal.
